SIR: 

I am the sole inventor on this application. Last year I rescinded the power of attorney 
previously granted to a US patent attorney by the previous assignee, and took control of 
the application myself, becoming a pro se applicant. I did still use for some purposes the 
services of a non-US patent attorney (but not for filing) who would normally remind me of 
impending due dates like this one, but in July of this year he left his firm and because of a 
non-compete clause in his employment contract was unable to practice for three months 
and could not contact me about anything. Consequently I was handling all matters myself 
with no backups. 

It was my intention to pay the issue fee and publication fee shortly before they fell due. 
However shortly before the due date, I suffered a personal (family) crisis, which affected 
me deeply and for which I sought professional support. I am waiting for a letter confirming 
the consultation dates, which I will submit tomorrow, and it will show that the dates of 
consultations correspond with the period in question. During this period, until now, I was 
unable to attend to the payment of these fees, and so abandonment was unavoidable. I 
respectfully petition for revival on this basis. I have also today paid the fees due. I 
apologize for any inconvenience.
